MELLONVILLE, FA., July 15, 1875. 
It was well into the night when tke 

Lollie Boy reached the wharf at this 

place, and consequently not until morn- 

ing had I a chance to take a look at Lake 

Munroe. A first glance at 

THE LAKE IS QISAPPOINTING, 


for although it is a large and pretty 
sheet of water, the flat shore, with its 
monotonous forests of pine, and here 
and there a cluster of cabbage palmet- 
toes, is somewhat dreary and certainly 
not inviting. For a short distance along 
both shores the flatness is relieved by 
low bluffs, upon which are located the 
incipient villages of Enterprise (in Volu- 
sia county) and Sanford and Mellonville 
in this county. The two last named are 
about half mile apart. Mellonville is a 
COMPARATIVELY OLD TOWN, 
being more than thir'y years of age. 
When I was here in 1868, it contained 
four stores. To-day the place boasts of 
two hotels, seven business nouses and 
two bar-rooms. Sanford is a new crea- 
tion. General Sanford, some three years 
ago, purchased from General Finnegan a 
tract of twelve thousand acres, paying 
for the same $22,000. Part of the lake 
front of this land he laid out as a town, 
and his first step was to have the post- 
office taken from Mellonville and located 
at his fledgling. It was an outrage, and 
was so considered by the people of the 
county, vut Sanford being an influential 
radical, (he was for several years United 
States minister to Belgium), the thing 
was done and the town established. The 
land for which Sanford paid less than $2 
per acre is now selling for thirty dollars 
per acre, and I understand that over one 
thousand acres have already been gold, 
principally to northern people who wieh 
to make winter residences near the St. 
Although the spoliation of Mel. 
lonville was pretty rough, it must be ad- 
mitted that General Sanford has done 
and is doing a great deal for Florida, not 
the least of which is bringing here a class 
of settlers, whose energy, thrift and in- 
dustry will add millions to the wealth of 
the state. Amcng the thoughtless there is 
SOME FEELING OF OPPOSITION 


to the settling of northern people here, 
but this feeling is not encouraged by the 
educated, thinking classes, the more 
especially as at least one-half the settlers 
are democrats, and consequently aw rap- 
port with southern sentiment. Sitting in 
this little vil.age of not over threo bus 


dred inhabitapis..ik. wean APRais of 
twenty miles there are over eight thou- 
sand residents. Eight years ago the en- 
lire population of the county was about 
six hundred souls. To-day it exceeds 
nine thousand, and the new census will 
show it not far from twenty thousand. 
It is doubtful, however, if there will be 
any large town here for a quarter of a 
century. People come here to plant 


orange groves and to raise vegetables, 

and they are not likely to seek an urban 

life, while thousands of acres of govecrn- 

ment land are unoccupied. Referring to 
THE LANDS 


reminds me of a peculiarity in the price 
of real estate here. You can either get 
land for a trifle, or you must pay a high 
price for the same quality lands. The 
state lands are being bought up rapidly 
by speculators, who hold them until all 
the federal lands rear by are taken up, 
when they are placed on the market at 
prices varying from ten to fiity doliars 
per acre. ‘hus let, for example, one side 
of one of the numerous smail lakes scat- 
tered over this country, belong to the 
State, and the other side to the federal 
government. ‘The speculators will buy 
up the state lands, and then interest 
tuemselves in getting respectable fami- 
lies to enter homesteads on the other 
side, which accomplished they will sell 
their state lands at a profit varying from 
one to five thousand percent. Of course, 
in a country like this, into which immi- 
grants are pouring every winter, such a 
speculation is a safe one. Sometimes 
companies are formed which buy up 
large tracts and colonize them, making 
eaormous profits. 

In another letter I shall give a full ac 
couut of these lands—some of which, I 
must say, are very poor, while others 
are exceedingly fertile. I have already 
traveled a great deal over the country, 
and during the next seven days shall be 
almost constantly traversing it—hence I 
shall be able to write understandingly. 
Returning to Mellonville, it must be said 
that

A moment's thought will convince any 
man of sense and information tbat the 
failure of Duncan, Sherman & Co. can 
not create a general financial embarrass- 
ment, much lessa panic, except among 
the creditors of the concern. The cause 
ofthe failure has little reference to the 
present condition of trade. For years 
the firm had speculated, not dealt sim- 
ply, in cotton, cotton paper, and south- 
ern securities. They were carrying the 
Mobile and Obio railroad, a burden, says 
the Memphis Avalanche, heavy enough 
to break down any bankin the United 
States, The Selma and Gulf road, which 
is an utterly bankrupt concern, was 
another of their pets. In fact, Alabama 
seems to have been a favorite field for 
their speculations. They went down 
carrying a big load of that state’s bonds, 
which are of no particular value. Such 
dealings, with their heavy cotton opera- 
tions, extended through a serics of years, 
carried down a house that was erroneous- 
ly supposed to be conservative and sound 
in all its operations. It would h.ve gone 
by the board long before but for the 
credit it enjoyed, the result of its perfect 
hypocrisy. The failure is a legacy of 
the war, and shuuld have occurred some 
time ago. The business of the firm was 
speculative, hazardous and unsound, and 
-has gone to meet Jay Ccoke and Henry 
Clews. 

But if its business had been other- 
wise, the failure could not occasion. any 
material damage, for the condition of the 
country would not permit it. Jay Cooke 
pricked the bubble of wild speculation. 
There are no wild speculations now to 


prick. Prices are down to the bottom: 
over trading is a thing of the past, and 


a conservative spirit is abroad in the 
land. Confidence cannot.be destroyed, 
for it does not exist except where it can- 
not be staken. Everything, in other 
words, is in hand so firmly and securely 
tbat the failure of a speculative firm, or 
of any other firm, cannot cause much 
embarrassment. We have got beyond 
that point. The shock of 1873 dropped 
usfrom the war balloons onto solid 
earth, andthere we remain. 

We believe the south is especially safe 
against the disasters of trade. We hold 
no stocks, bonds or gold that can be de- 
preciated. We owe less than at any time 
since the war, thanks to a lack of credit. 
We have immense crops in the field, 
now nearly matured, that are our future 
capital. Eastern failures cannot rob us 
of them, now do we believe they wil 
greatly affect their value. The effects 
of the particular failure under considera- 
tion will wear itself out in a fortnight at 


the fartherest. 
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YELLOW FEVER AT PENSACOLA, 


The most malignant type of the dis- 
ease is raging near Pensacola, with three 
months of hot weather in which to rav- 
age the Gulf coast. The fever had not, 
at the latest accounts, reached Pensaco- 
la, but it is scarcely possible to preserve 
that city from its inroads. It is not rea- 
sonable to expect the scourge to spare 
Pensacola and ravage Barancas, only a 
few miles from it. After it reaches the 
former city, the first natural. stride 
of tbe destroyer will be to Montgomery. 
The communications between the two 
cities are frequent. Persons daily pass 
from the one to the other. Pensacola 
can not probably be saved from the 
scourge, but Montgomery certainly can 
be by prompt and strict quarantine reg- 
ulations. We have a direct interest in 
the matter. Not that the fever will, un- 
der any circumstances, visit our upland 
region, but if it is permitted to come to 
Montgomery it will cndanger a large 
number of towns within easy 
reach of Atlanta, to their great 
injury and ours also. Io 
other words, Montgomery is the key of 
the situation. If her streets are kept 
free of the epidemic, then all the interior 
towns of Alabama andof middle Georgia 
are secure; otherwise not. 

We believe the State Journal is entire- 
ly right when it demands that the city 
authorities of Montgomery shall at once 
institute a strict quarantine against the 
infected district. It is the only safe and 
sensible course to pursue. It may dis- 
commode a few, but the convenience of 
the few should be sacrificed to the safety 
of the many. The anger of Pensacola’s 
mayor is of little account when human 
life ia at stake. We hope the Journal 
will push the matter until it secures the 
immunity of the interior from the terri- 
ble fever. 
~ From a letter in the News it is evident 
that Savannah is a little uneasy on the 
subject. But as there is no local cause 
for the uneasiness, and as the 
city has an energetic health 
officer;' no epidemic is apprehen 
ded by those who are well informed. We 
have no desiro to excite unneccssary 
alarm—far from it -but it is well for 
exposed towns to appreciate the situa- 


tion, and not underrate the dangers 
with so much hot weather ahead.

3ARNESVILLE, GA., July 29th, 1875. 


Griffin district Methodist Sabbath 
school convention closed its session last 
night.

Colorado Lawlessness and a Late 
Victim.

One of the most dastardiy deeds ever 
perpetrated in a region distinguished tor 
its lawlessness was the murder of Judge 
E. F. Dyer, at Granite, Luke county Col- 
orado. The judge was a fearless and 
efficient man, and ay parently the only 
one in the county with courage enough 
to oppose the ruffiasnism of the region. 
Recently some act of violence more 
usualiy lawless was perpetrated, 
and the judge promptly issued 
warrai ts for the arrest of the parties. 
Immediately the worst elements of the 
population were aroused against him, 
and an armed mob of desperadoes, head- 
ed in person by the county sheriff, seized 
the judge by force while in court. On 
the way up the stairs of another building 
to which they were taking him, the das— 
tards fired four shots at him from behind 
killing him instantly. The victim of this 
most cowardly and brutal murder, while 
waiting in court under guard of the mob, 
wrote the following tender and pathetic 
letter to his father, Rev. Mr. Dyer, of 
Monument, every line in which breathes 
a spirit of fearlessness and devotion, and 
shows the heroic nature of the man who 
was thus brought face to face with 


death: 
GRANITE, July 3, 1875. 


Dear Father—1 don’t know that the 
sun will ever rise and set for me again 
or not, but I trust in God and His mercy. 
At 8 o'clock I sit in court. The mob 
have me under guard. Mr. Gilliand is 
missing this morning, but I cannot think 
harm has befallen him. God bless you, 
my father, in your old age, and in Sam 
and his boy—in all your children—but 
you know John bears the name. Bless 
him ard his forever. O, my God! 

My love toallmy friends, and I say I 
am proud to be your son. There is no 
cowardice in me, father. I am worthy 
of you in this respect. God comfort and 
keep = always. .I1 am in this one re- 
spect like Him who died for all; I die, if 
die I must, for law, order, principle, and, 
too, 1 stand alone. Your loving and 
true, and, I hope in some respects, wor- 
thy son.

Sik: Our attention has been called to 
your letter of the 27th of May last to 
the Receiver of Tax Returns of Bibb 
county, instructing him to have returns 
made of the taxable property of the 
Building and Loan Associations io said 
county, 

There are five of these associations ia 
the county of which we are the legal ad- 
visers. hree of them have suspended 
operations. The other two, being the 
last organized are in fulloperation. We 
ask leave to submit to you our construc- 
-lon of the law affecting these associa- 
tions as taxable property—a construction 
concurred in by able lawyers with whom 
we have conferred on the subject. 

By an act of the General Assembly 
approved March 19, 1869, it was specially 
provided, ‘‘That section 813 of Irwin's 
code shall not be so construed 
as = ito include Loan and 
Building associations,*but the same are 
hereby declared exempt from taxation 
upon their capital and net annual profits.” 
In passing this act the attention of the 
General Assembly was specially drawn 
to this peculiar ciass of incorporated com- 
panies. Not only was this act of exemp- 
tion passed, but the reason for it is de- 
clared in the preamble to the act, as fol- 
lows : 

‘‘And wheareas, Lea. and Building 
Associations are saving institutions, and 
invest all their capital as fast as it is 
paid up in taxable property ; therefore, 
the General Assembly do enact,” etc. 

In the 818th section of the code, re- 
ferred to, the mode of taxing ‘“‘incorpo- 
rated or unincorporated companies” is 
pointed out, and the subsequent act of 
1869 specially exempts ‘‘Loan and 
Building Associationt” from the 
operation of that section of the Code for 
the declared reason that such associa- 
tions are ‘‘savings institutions and invest 
all their capital as fast as itis paid up in 
taxible property.” Now the tax act ap- 
proved March 3d, 1875 is a general act; 
as to section 5, providing for the taxiag 
of incorporated companies (in v irtue of 
which we suppose your instructions were 
given) does not uame these associa- 
tuons, There is nothing inthatact to 
show that the attention of the legislature 
was specially calied to them, or that it 
was their intention to withdraw the ex- 
emption and to reversethe declared rea- 
son for the exempting act. 

We admit that the words ‘‘incurporat- 
ed companies,” in the general tax act of 
1875, 5th section are broad enough to in- 
ciude these associations, but sttH as we 
construe the various acts and provisions 
referred to, the act of 1869 remaias unre- 

The general words 

section 5 of act of 

1875, do not in our view repeal the 

special one as to Loan and Building As 
sociations. 

The rules of construction do not al- 
low it, 

‘‘A later statute which is general and 
affirmative does not abrogate a foimer 
which is particular.”—Dwarris on stat- 
utes 532,533. 

‘‘A repeal by implication is not fav r 
ed, on the contrary, if a later act do not 
in yterms repeal an earlier relating to 
the same su'ject and the later act do not 
embrace te whole subject matter of 
the prioract, and is not entirely repus: 
pant to it, the court should apply such 
censtruction ag willgive to the two Con: 
current efficacy.” ‘‘The intention of 
the legislature is the cardinal guide toa 
construction of statutes” 15 Ga. KR. 361. 

‘‘Scatutes levying taxes should be most 
strongly construed against the govern- 
ment apd infavor of the citizen.” See 
& Ga. KR. 38 ae 

The case of Bloom vs. the state 20 Ga., 
443 is very mvet in point. The head- 
note therein is *‘The act of 1854 exempt- 
ing members of Protective Fire compavy 
No. lin the city of Macon from jury 
duty, not repealed by the act of 1500, 
declaring who are qualified and liable to 
serve as jurors in criminal cases.” 

We call special attention to the lan- 
guage. Thies ica case where 2 laccr 
statute which is general, decs not abro- 
gate a former which is particular. 

In passing the act of 1874 the atten- 
tiea of the General Assemb y does not 
seem to have been specially called to the 
matter of taxing loan associations. 
There is no evidence that such matter 
was considered or that the reason for 
passing the act of 1869 had ceased or 
was not founded in fact. In the pream- 
ble to the act of 1869 the legislature de- 
clared that there was nothing really 
or at least justly taxable iu these associ- 
ations. more 

The general act of 1875 is silent on that 
subject. The declared reason therefore 
remuins: ‘*The law does not favor 4 re- 
peal by implication unless the repugnance 
be quite plain, and such a repeal carry- 
ing with it a reflection on the wisdom of 
former parliaments, it hasever been con- 
fined to repealing as little as possible of 
the preceding statute.”

We are authorized by the several as- 
sociations to present these views to your 
consideration, and to request that on your 
concurring with us you will withdraw 
the instructions contained in your letter.

value to be estimated at the aggre- 
gate value of the shares of stock 
tothe tax receiver of the county where the 
same is located, or where the principal 
business of such company is located, to 
be taxed for state purposes and for coun- 
Rape ony also, as other property in 
this state.” Its last sectiun repeals all 
conflicting laws. 

Messrs. Lanier & Anderson say that 
they suppose that the Comptroller-Gener- 
al seeks to tax loan and building associa- 
tions under said 5th section of tne act of 
1875. ‘They admit the words, ‘‘incor- 
porated companies,” are broad enough to 
include loan and building associations, 
but say that it 18 a general law, and will 
not repeal a speciai act like that of 1869, 
unless such istent was manifest. 

That isa sound legal propvsition and is 
well supported by tue authorities cited 
by them. 

They add, ‘‘there is nothing in that act 
going to show that the attention of the 

egislature was specially called to 
loan and building associasions 
or that it wasthe intention to withdraw 
the exemption and to reverse the declared 
reason for the exempting act.” 

In this they are mistaken. There 
never was any legislative intention to ex- 
empt such associations from taxation. 
The act of 1869 exempted their slock be- 
cause it was said to be invested in taza 
ble property. It would seem that the in- 
tention then was that they should pay on 
the property and not on the st ck. 

But suppose that were notso. Section 
9 of the act of 1875 is specially devoted 
to disposing of certion exemptions men 
tioned in the code of 1873 and provides 
that this act of 1875 shall not affect those 
mentioned exemptions. 

This exemption of Loan and Building 
Associations is not mentioned there 
Therefore upon the maxim, 
““Expressio, nicius est exclusio alterius” 
it is sound to say that they did not in- 
tend that exemption shetid be affected 
by the act of 1875. 

But we are not left to rules of con- 
struction to arrive at the legislative in- 
tention. Section 4in the act of 1874 and 
section 3 of the act of 1875, (both in the 
same words), after naming several insur-- 
ance companics and fixing a tax adds: 
‘“‘as well as all building and loan associa- 
tions and other companies doing a bank- 
ing or brokerage business in this state, 
such as discounting notes, bills, drafts or 
excharge in tle manner usual for banks | 
shall be taxed on them and at the same 
rate as hercin provided for banks and 
bankers.” I assume that these gentlemen 
overlooked that special mention of such 
aSSOciatious, @§8 NO Oluer reasons wut 
those mentioned Buuve we-~  p:--- be 
them why the tax returas should not be 
made. I deemit unnecessary further to 
discuss this matter, That the intention 
isto tax them cannot be doubted, and the 
returns should be made as required by 
the act of 1875.
